B efore long, the world will step into the 
third y ea r of w hat w a s supposed to be a 
d ecad e of dev elopm ent. By this tim e, it 
w a s w idely ex pected when the decade w as 
still an infant, v arious reg ional and inter­ 
national dev elopm ent aid prog ram s would 
be w ell off the g round.

to be headed for ex tinction. 
If the w alrus p a sses from the scene, he 
will probably hav e com pany . Other arctic 
a n im als are also in dang er, including the 
polar bear and the reindeer, and the rare 
hooded seal. Their num bers are dim inish­ 
ing . The E skim os hunt them , but that is a 
sm all m atter. There aren’t enoug h E ski­ 
m o s to ex term inate them without the kind 
of wanton slaug hter of which no E skim o 
would be g uilty .

The E ski­ 
m os m ay also be in for trouble if the crea ­ 
tures from which they g et m uch of their 
m eat, milk, blubber and clothing beg in to 
v anish.

Cas­ 
tro had the impud en ce to threaten 
that he would go ov er to the Chin ­ 
ese - Alban ian Allian ce an d the 
m atter was so serious that Miko- 
yan d ared n ot leav e Cuba to bury 
his wife. 
This Commun ist Party Con gress 
will 
d eal 
wiUi 
the 
surv iv al of 
Khrushchev . If he is permitted 
to hold on to the rein s of lead er- 
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shij. it is likely that his an tago­ 
n ism 
to 
Mao Tze-tun g will 
in ­ 
crease, he will come to an un d er­ 
stan d in g 
with the Un ited States 
an d he will aid In d ia. 
He may be kept in office, but 
his power will lie d iffused . A com 
mittce in the Kremlin will hav e 
the real power, while he will be 
the fron t. This will lead to con 
fusion an d possibly to civ il war in 
some of the satellites. 
The third possibility is that the

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Development Lags 


Before long, the world will step into the 
third year of what was supposed to be a 
decade of development. B y this time, it 
was widely expected when the decade was 
still an infant, various regional and inter­ 
national development aid programs would 
be well off the ground. 
What has happened in the meantime 
has been more talk than action. No one ex­ 
pected m iracles from such far-reaching 
programs as the Alliance for Progress or 
the United Nations’ Decade of 
D e v e l o p ­ 
ment. But some hoped there would not >o 
a continuation of the development stale­ 
mate in the underdeveloped regions of the 


world. 
. 
• 
In the case of the alliance, the net ef­ 
fect so far has been a decline in the tangi­ 
ble the American aid program was design­ 
ed to supplement — investment capital. 
More funds have left Latin countries in 
quest of better investment opportunities 
esewhere than have been repined by al­ 
liance allowances, although 
Hie United 
States has poured many ^millions into the 
$20 billion project. 
United Nations officials have had only 
slightly better success with the Decade of 


The Poor Walrus 


You can read about the walrus in one of 
Kipling's animal stories or in Lewis Car­ 
roll’s poem about the too-trustful oysters. 
If you prefer facts to fancy, you can turn 
to books of natural 
history. 
But 
o u r 
chances of ever seeing a real flesh-and- 
blubber walrus are diminishing. He seem s 
to be headed for extinction. 
If the walrus passes from the scene, he 
will probably have company. Other arctic 
animals are also in danger, including the 
polar bear and the reindeer, and tho rare 
hooded seal. Their numbers are diminish­ 
ing. The Eskim os hunt them, but that is a 
small matter. There aren’t enough Eski­ 
mos to exterminate them without the kind 
of wanton slaughter of which no Eskimo 
would be guilty. 


Development plan. A set of goals and in­ 
structions for the project was approved in 
1961, a lengthy bill of particulars for reach­ 
ing these goals w as approved this sum ­ 
mer, and the current session is scheduled 
to refine and approve specific projects. 
A total of $500 million has been pledged 
by UN members for various enterprises, 
including $90 million for the 
Freedom 
From Hunger program. But it is in financ­ 
ing that the UN has encountered its most 
formidable p r o b l e m s . Not unexpected­ 
ly, the Soviet bloc has balked at giving 
more than token donations. 
Funds are being collected on a voluntary 
basis, but the hope was that each country 
would donate a share equal to its percent­ 
age of dues to the UN itself. 
All of the industrial nations of the world 
are busily engaged in developing their po­ 
tentials. In this respect, the 1960s will in­ 
deed prove to be on of the most vibrant 
periods of development. 
But the underdeveloped third of the earth 
for which all these cooperative plans are 
designed, is scarcely moving forward, let 
alone closing the gap between proverty 
and a high state of civilization.

The Chinesv-Albanian 
Axis is Stalinist and it operates in­ 
dependently of Khrushchev, C a s­ 
tro had the impudence to th reaten 
that he would go over to the Chin­ 
ese - A lbanian Alliance and the 
m atte r w as so serious that Miko- 
yan dared not leave Cuba to bury 
his wife. 
This C om m unist P arty Congress 
will

F u r­ 
ther. that Congress established op­ 
position to the cult of personality 
which, in effect, ended the period 
of individual dictatorship and e s ­

The 
changes were not only structural 
but

K hrushchev’s 
concept of co-existence — that is,

Rusk hinted in his New York 
talk that dev elopments in v arious 
diplomatic areas were soon to be

are in progress as we meet here 
now which may v ery much affect” 
Kennedy ’s thinking. 
But Kennedy was to say at his 
news conference that his letter 
ex change with Khrushchev

tions were limited to Cuba and 
took in no other issues. 
Rusk, whatev er it was he had 
in mind, left it a my stery . In re­ 
v iewing the Kennedy -Khrushchev 
ex change on Cuba, he said hope 
was ex pressed that “ other agreed 
measures might follow to lessen 
the tensions of the world.” 
Relations between the Russians 
and Red Chinese seem to hav e 
been deteriorating for y ears. The 
Chinese, rev ersing the “ soft-on- 
Communism” slogan of American 
right-wingers, hav e in effect ac­ 
cused Russia of being soft on 
capitalism.

Ile said that until there are in­ 
ternational arrangem ents for in­ 
spection in Cuba “ difficult prob­ 
lems rem ain '’ and this country 
will

COLUMBUS — This capital of 
Ohio, celebrating its sesquicenten­ 
nial this year. is unlike most state 
capitals which began as s m a l l 
towns and later became a state’s 
center city. 
Columbus was picked to be a ca­ 
pital in 1812, and then grew to be a 
big city. Its selection was the re­ 
sult of a search for a centrally lo* 
rated spot. A proposal cf 
syndi­ 
cate cf landowners who offered the 
site of a forest won out in spite of 
inducements of land and money 
which were dangled before the leg­ 
islature, on the part of other towns. 
It was decided to build the cap­ 
ital “on the high bank east of the 
S c i o t o River directly opposite 
the town of Franklinton’’. The leg­ 
islature then decided to adopt the 
name of “Columbus” to honor Am­ 


erica's discoverer after rejecting 
a host of other names. 
A public lot sale of land was held 
and by the end of the first year, j 
the population had risen to SOO. By 
December 1816, the population was 
over 700 and the first capitol build­ 
ing and penitentiary were com­ 
pleted. 


Large swamps near tile new set­ 
tlement brought about severe fev­ 
ers and cholera epidemics. When 
the swamps were finally drained, 
this menace disappeared. 
The stage coach era. which re­ 
ceived impetus when tile National 
Highway reached Columbus in 1853 
and the canal era brought recog­ 
nition as an important transporta­ 
tion center. 
The advent of the “ iron horse” 
strengthened its position. The op­ 
ening of the new airport, Port Co­ 
lumbus, in 1929, brought with it 
transcontinental air service. 
Columbus has long outgrown the 
strictly capital city classification 
and has emerged as a large, well- 
balnced 
community, industrially, 
commercially and culturally. 
It is the 26th largest city in the 
United States and the third largest 
in Ohio. 
Metropolitan Columbus 
has a population of 696,430. Seven 
airlines, five railroads and seven 
inter-city bus lines flow in and out 
of the city. 
Because of its proximity to t h e 
heavy steel centers and the large 
coal and gas fields, Columbus can 
supply requirements for these. It 
is also the c e n t e r of a great ag­ 
ricultural state, where the income 
per acre of its farmers is twice 
that of the average U. S. farmer. 
Two-thirds of the population of the 
U n i t e d States reside within a 
550-mile radius of the city.

Divine Revelation 
Controversy Aired 


VATICAN CTTY (A P ) — Po p * 
J ohn XXIII intervened today 
in 
the Roman Catholic 
Ecum enical 
Council and ordered a new study 
of a controversial theolog ical the­ 
sis 
considered 
im portant 
for 
Christian unity . 


The Pope said the thesis—on di­ 
vine revelation and its sources— 
should 
be 
exam ined 
jointly 
by 
the council’s Theolog ical C om m is­ 
sion, the Vatican Secretariat for 
Christian Unity , and a number of 
cardinals. 
His 
action, 
announced 
by 
a 
spokesm an, amounted to a suc­ 
cess for prog ressive elem ents in­ 
side the council. They had argued 
that the thesis either be shelved 
or rew ritten in the interest of in­ 
terchurch relations. 
, 
In the past, the Roman Catholic 
Church has em phasized tradition 
as w ell as the Bible as sources of 
God s revelation to man. P rotes­ 
tants have held that the Bible is 
the m ain source. 
The thesis w as prepared in a 
prelim inary 
com m ission 
headed 
by conservative Alfredo Cardinal 
Ottaviani, secretary of the V ati­ 
can ’s 
powerful 
Congregation 
of 
the Holy Office. He also presides 
over 
the 
council’s 
Theolog ical 
C om m ission. 
The Secretariat for Christian Uni­ 
ty is headed by Augustin Cardinal 
Bea, a German J esuit considered 
prog ressive. 
By calling for a new joint study , 
including Cardinal B ea’s secretari­ 
at, 
the 
Pope 
clearly 
underlined 
the im portance of the thesis in 
current efforts to improve con­ 
tacts between churches. 
The cardinals who will partici­ 
pate in the new study were not 
identified.

will 
include both proponents and oppo­ 
nents of the thesis.

Pope Orders 
Thesis Study 


Divine Revelation 
Controversy Aired 


VATICAN CITY (A P ) — Pope 
John X X III intervened today in 
the Homan Catholic Ecumenical 
Council and ordered a new study 
of a controversial theological the­ 
sis 
considered 
important 
for 
Christian unity. 
The Pope said the thesis—on di­ 
vine revelation and its sources— 
should 
be examined 
jointly by 
the council’s Theological Commis­ 
sion. the Vatican Secretariat for 
Christian Unity, and a number of 
cardinals. 
His 
action, 
announced 
by 
a 
spokesman, amounted to a suc­ 
cess for progressive elements in­ 
side the council. They had argued 
that the thesis either be shelved 
or rewritten in the interest of in­ 
terchurch relations. 
, 
In the past, the Roman Catholic 
Church has emphasized tradition 
as well as the Bible as sources of 
God s revelation to man. Protes­ 
tants have held that the Bible is 
the main source. 
The thesis was prepared in a 
preliminary 
commission 
headed 
by conservative Alfredo Cardinal 
Ottaviani, secretary of the Vati­ 
can’s 
powerful 
Congregation 
of 
the Holy Office. He also presides 
over 
the 
council’s 
Theological 
Commission. 
The Secretariat for Christian Uni­ 
ty is headea by Augustin Cardinal 
Bea, a German Jesuit considered 
progressive. 
By calling for a new joint study, 
including Cardinal Bea’s secretari­ 
at, the Pope clearly underlined 
the importance of the thesis in 
current efforts to improve con­ 
tacts between churches. 
The cardinals who will partici­ 
pate in the new study were not 
identified. Presumably they will 
include both proponents and oppo­ 
nents of the thesis.

M IAM I BEACH, Ma. (A P ) —

study 
of 
communism

spreading rapidly in the public 
schools but the instruction is often 
distorted and even dangerous. 
That warning to the nation’s 
top school officials was voiced to­ 
day by Richard I. Miller, who 
conducted a nationwide survey for 
the National Education Associa­ 
tion. 
Teachers are not prepared prop­ 
el ly to teach their students about 
foreign affairs, and the materials 
available to them “ leave much to 
be desired,” Miller told the Coun­ 
cil of Chief State School Officers. 
There is need for more realism 
in teaching about the Soviet Un­ 
ion, 
Miller said in a prepared 
speech.
